To  effect 
improvement,  in  addition  to  chlorination,  which  is  disagreeable,  efficient 
filtration  is  necessary,  or,  alternatively,  a  covered  reservoir  &  water 
softening  plant  where  required. 

With  the  formation  of  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  and  the 
take-over  in  the  near  future  of  the  Local  water  undertaking  one  can 
envisage  the  provision  of  a  high-level,  covered  reservoir,  which  could 
preserve  the  natural  quality  of  the  supply,  solve  the  high-level  water 
problems,  and  possibly  provide  a  supply  to  farms  around. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Parents,  on  the  Y\rhole,  are  very  mindful  of  this  dread  disease,  and 
readily  come  forward  to  have  their  children  protected.  The  combined 
vaccine,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  cough,  or  Triple  Vaccine  including 
Tetanus,  appears  a  satisfactory  prophylactic. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine. 

The  response  to  the  need  for  protection  against  this  disease 
has  been  extremely  gratifying  for  this  area,  and  the  campaign  continues. 

Mental  Health  Service 

The  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  recently  brought  into  operation 
seemed  at  first  sight  rather  formidable  in  its  application,  but  there 
are  many  improvements,  and  one  can  see  progress  and  development  in  these 
new  arrangements. 

Pood  Hygiene 

Food  hygiene  now  occupies  a  prominent  position  in  health,  and 
much  more  attention  and  care  is  devoted  to  packing,  handling  and  preservation. 
Refrigeration  has  been  enormously  developed  in  the  past,  and  is  a  great 
boon,  both  commercially  and  domestically.  It  is  not,  however,  without 
its  dangers,  and  housewife  Fridge  owners  should  be  thoroughly  conversant 
with  the  Do’s  and  Don’ts  of  refrigeration.

W  ater  Supply. 

(a)  Both  the  quality’-  and  quantity  of  the  water  supplied  for  the 
Middleton  and  the  Wirksworth  Area  have  been  satisfactory  during  the  year, 
I960,  except  on  those  odd  occasions  ,  the  causes  of  which  are  more  fully 
explained  in  my  Public  Health  Inspector's  Report.  The  actual  results  of 
all  samples  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  Examination  are  set  out  in  the  Inspector's  portion  of 
this  report. 

(b)  No  major  works  of  improvements  to  plant  or  sources  of  supply 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

(c)  The  water  main  extension  from  Mam  Bede  Crescent  to  Haarlem 
Mill  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  and  would  have 
been  completed  except  for  the  very  wet,  inclement  weather,  which  made 
working  conditions  impossible  in  the  type  of  soil  encountered,  as 
trenches  collapsed  before  mains  could  be  laid.  It  is  hoped  that  with 
an  improvement  in  the  v/eather  this  work  will  be  completed  early  in  the 
New  Year. 

(d)  During  the  year,  the  submersible  pump  was  withdrawn  from  the 
Lady  Platts  Scheme  and  reconditioned  at  the  makers.  This  pump  has  now 
been  re-installed  and  as  a  safeguard  the  Council  have  ordered  a  duplicate 
pump  for  this  site. 

(e)  The  submersible  pup  from  the  Wigwell  Borehole  has  been 
withdrawn  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  rport  is  still  in  the  hands 
of  the  manufacturers  for  reconditioning. 

(f)  As  you  are  no  doubt  aware,  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  will 
come  into  operation  on  the  1st  April,  1961,  and  preliminary  discussions 

and  inspections  have  already  taken  place  between  officials  of  this  Council 
and  the  Derby  Borough  Water  Engineer's  Department  regarding  the  handing- 
over  of  the  undertaking.

Normal  day  to  day  repairs  and  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  sewerage 
system  have  sufficed  to  keep  the  town's  public  sewers  in  working  order  and 
there  have  been  no  particular  circumstances  ’worthy  of  special  report  up 
to  December,  I960.  You  will  recall  that  in  my  last  year’s  report,  follow¬ 
ing  certain  complaints  received  from  the  Trent  River  Board,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  recommended  the  full  Council  to  carry  out  certain 
extensions  at  the  Y/irksworth  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  scheme  for 
the  necessary  works  has  now  been  prepared  in  detail  by  the  Council's 
Consulting  Engineers  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review, 
Ministerial  approval  was  obtained.  Tenders  have  been  received  and 
accepted  and  a  prospective  Clerk  of  Works  has  been  interviewed.  The 
Council  do  not  wish  the  work  to  proceed  during  the  winter  months  with 
all  the  attendant  risks  of  frost  damage  to  mass  concrete  work,  and  it  is 
therefore  anticipated  that  a  start  will  be  made  with  this  scheme  on  the 
1st  April,  1961.

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HOUSII\TG-  rn  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

In  my  1959  Report  I  was  able  to  announce  the  re-commencement  of 
the  Council  House  building  programme,  albeit  very  small.  The  scheme, 
consisting  of  4  x  2  bedroom  houses  and  2x1  bedroom  bungalows,  was 
completed  during  the  year  under  review,  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report  no  further  Council  house  building  is  in  progress,  nor  are  any 
further  schemes  approved. 

The  extensions  to  the  Council's  Housing  Sstate  roads  and  sewers 
has  proceeded  according  to  plan,  but  there  has  been  considerable  delay 
concerning  the  acquisition  of  a  privately  owned  portion  of  land,  which 
will  give  access  to  the  housing  estate  from  Summer  Lane,  Wirksworth. 

The  major  portion  of  the  extensions  to  roods  mentioned  last  year  have 
been  kerbed,  ashed  and  pitched,  with  the  exception  of  the  entrance  off 
Summer  Lane  aforementioned, but  final  surfacing  has  been  delayed.  Further 
additional  extensions  to  road  and  sewers  are  now  urgently  required  and 
the  Bills  of  Quantities  have  already  been  sent  out  to  tender. 

HOUSING  -  (MBRALLY 

The  routine  but  essential  work  of  informal  action  with  property 
owners  regarding  repairs  to  houses  continued,  despite  the  increasing 
demands  which  are  being  made  on  this  Department  in  other  directions. 

The  measure  of  success  obtained  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Table 
C  showing  Unfit  Houses  made  Fit  by  owners  after  informal  action  by  the 

Local  Authority. 

Certificate  of  Disrepair 

Only  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  received 
during  the  year,  and  this  was  granted  by  the  Council  in  May ,  I960.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  position  reflects  increasing  agreements  between 
landlord  and  tenant  regarding  repairs  to  their  houses,  rather  than  a 
disinclination  or  inability  of  tenants  to  go  through  the  complicated 
machinery  laid  down  by  the  Rent  Act 
SLUM  CLEARANCE 

Activity  under  this  heading  proceeded  at  a  very  steady  if  not 
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)  spectacular  pace  during  tne  year,  the  progress  of  course  being  limited 
by  the  Council  House  building  programme .

IMFBOWmm  GRANTS 

This  year  was  not  tble  as  the  first  full  year  of  operation  for 
Standard  Grants  under  the  Housing  and  House  Purchase  Act,  1959.  Until 
this  Act  made  a  grant  by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  certain 
amenities  in  a  structurally  sound  house  virtually  compulsory,  Improvement 
Grants  were  entirely  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council.  The  new  scheme 
immediately  resulted  in  a  considerable  number  of  applications.  Not  all 

schemes  as  submitted  are  satisfactory  and  a  substantial  part  of  my  time 
is  devoted  to  advising  amendments  to  plans.  Nevertheless  the  new  maximum 
grant  of  £155  stipulated  in  the  Act  is  sufficiently  attractive  to  maintain 
the  increased  rate  of  applications,  and,  for  the  first  time  since 
"Improvement  Grants"  were  first  introduced  in  the  Housing  Act,  1945, 
it  may  be  stated  that  houses  are  being  provided  with  bathrooms,  etc. 
with  grant  aid  in  reasonable  numbers.  One  regrettable  feature  of  these 
grants  remains  -  of  the  29  applications  approved  under  this  Act,  up  to 
the  end  of  December,  I960,  only  8  applications  related  to  tenanted  houses. 

Undoubtedly,  what  is  really  lacking  is  a  housing  standard  more  in 
accord  with  modern  needs,  and  there  seems  no  sufficient  reason  why  we 
should  have  so  many  different  housing  standards. 

The  Standard  Grant  Scheme  should,  in  my  view,  be  obligatory  and 
pavers  should  be  given  to  the  local  authority,  similar  to  their  existing 
powers  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  to  compel  owners  of  existing  soundly 
constructed  tenanted  houses,  to  instal  these  necessary  amenities  where 
they  are  lacking. 

In  the  meantime,  houses  continue  to  decay  with  their  ultimate 
drain  im  the  Council’s  future  new  houses.  The  following  particulars 
of  formal  applications  received  and  approved  for  Standard  Grants  from 
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the  inauguration  of  the  scheme  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest  to  members 
of  the  Council

Local  Authority  Building  has  been  dealt  with  in  my 
preceding  Section  of  this  Report,  but  there  still  remains  the  question 
of  private  building,  upon  which  you  will  wish  to  have  information. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  Rep>ort,  a  total  of  six  j-rivately 
developed  houses  and  bungalows  have  been  couple ted  and  occupied  during 
the  year  under  review. 

There  has  been  no  development  whatsoever  of  the  private  estate 
which  received  Town  Planning  approval  on  the  25th  February,  1958, 

I  am  very  happjy  to  state,  however,  that  the  portions  of  the 
Council's  estates  which  they  so  wisely  acquired  and  set  aside  for  private 
development  is  now  becoming  quite  popular  and  at  the  tine  of  writing 
this  report  a  further  six  plots  have  already  been  sold  or  are  in  the 
process  of  being  conveyed  for  the  erection  of  private  bungalows  or 
houses.  I  am  hopeful  that  there  will  be  a  continued  sale  of  these 
plots  during  tho  coming  year. 

The  total  number  of  private  dwellings  under  construction  in  the 
Wirksworth  Urban  District  at  the  end  of  December,  I960,  is  eleven. 

I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  will  again  be  interested  in 
the  following  table,  which  indicates  the  total  number  of  houses 
completed  by  both  Private  Enterprise  and  the  Local  Authority  in  the 
Wirksworth  Urban  District  since  building  recommenced  after  the 
last  war:

TENTS,  VANS  and  TEMPORARY  STRUCTURES 


Once  again,  the  Council  have  continued  to  exercise  strict  control 
throughout  the  whole  of  their  area  during  the  year,  with  the  result  that 
there  has  been  no  growth  of  undesirable  unlicensed  dwellings  or  sites 
■'within  the  boundaries  of  the  Urban  District. 


CARAVAN  SITES  ACT 

The  new  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960,  brings 
into  force,  as  from  29th  August,  I960,  a  new  licensing  system  for  caravans. 
It  applies  to  all  areas  of  England  and  Wales  except  the  County  of  London 
and  is  has  two  objects 

1.  To  control  the  location  of  c caravan  sites,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from 
starting  up  in  the  wrong  places,  while  allowing  them  to  develop  in 
suitable  places. 
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2.  To  improve  conditions  on  sites,  by  requiring  good  standards  of  layout, 
equipment  and  maintenance. 

The  M teeth”  of  the  application  of  the  Act  lie  in  the  standards 
which  a  licensing  authority  attaches  to  any  site  licence  issued  under 
Section  V.  It  is  most  encouraging  to  find  in  the  legislative  provisions, 
discretionary  powers  because  these  enable  the  authorities  to  develop 
their  own  areas  as  they  consider  most  suitable. 

I  have  attended  a  number  of  meetings  on  the  Council's  behalf  and 
together  with  the  County  Planning  Department,  it  is  hoped  that  a  County 
Policy  will  be  adopted.  It  is  appreciated  that  the  issue  of  site  licences 
and  the  imposition  of  licence  conditions  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Licensing  Authority;  also  that  most  of  this  work  will  be  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  However,  there  are  certain  aspects 
of  the  Mlodel  Standards  which  are  of  interest  to  the  planning  authority; 
such  matters  as  site  layout  which  is  influenced  by  density;  tree  screening 
or  landscaping;  access  requirements;  type  and  design  of  structures  to 
be  allowed,  including  storage  space;  car-parking  arrangements,  and 
siting  of  recreational  space.  As  there  is  room  for  considerable 
divergence  of  interpretation  of  the  Model  Standards,  the  Wirksworth 
Council  will,  I  am  sure,  play  their  full  part  in  the  control  of  these 
movable  dwel lings,  as  they  have  always  done  in  the  past,  and  we  shall 
look  forward  in  1961  to  dealing  with  any  problems  which  may  arise, 
backed  by  the  provisions  of  the  new  Act. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  during  the 
yQO,x,f  I960,  there  were  no  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  within 
the  Urban  Area  which  necessitated  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
instructing  me  to  carry  out  disinfection. 

DISINFESTATION 

Once  again  no  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  ’were  brought  to  my 
notice  during  the  year. 

ids  it  previous  years,  complaints  were  received  from  time  to  time 
regarding  infestation  of  old  projertics  with  woodworm  and  the  death 
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watoh  "beetle,  and  in  all  instances  the  occupants  were  given  the 
necessary  advice  and  instructions  on  hew;  to  deal  with  these  pests. 

The  Council’s  Powder  Blowers  and  Insecticide  Sprayers  were  used 
whenever  necessary  with  gratifying  results,  and  a  number  of  infestations 
of  cockroaches  (Blatta  Orientalis)  yielded  to  extonsive  treatment,  which 
consisted  of  the  use  of  smoke  generators. 

(b)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  were  called  upon  to 
investigate  one  particularly  deplorable  oase  during  the  period  September/ 
October,  I960.  The  house  was  occupied  by  an  old  lady  who  was  rather 
feeble  and  who  was  obviously  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention. 

The  conditions  under  v/hich  she  lived  and  the  state  of  the  house  left 
very  much  to  be  desired  and  the  only  course  open  to  us  was  to  secure 
the  removal  of  the  old  lady  to  hospital  and  the  subsequent  ” cleaning 
up”  and  disinfestation  of  the  premises. 

An  emergency  meeting  of  the  Council  resolved  that  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  deputy,  be  authorised  to 
act  on  behalf  of  the  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47)  and  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment) 

cut  Ci<uJ)  .1 . 

Evidence  was  given  by  me  to  the  Justices  on  the  3rd  October,  I960, 
and  the  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  signed  the  recessary 
certificates. 

The  Justices  granted  the  order  and  the  old  lady  was  removed  to 
hospital. 
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SLi’iUG-ifiESKOUSE  ACT,  1958 


Considerable  delay  was  experienced  during  the  year  with  the 
preparation  of  the  official  Slaughterhouse  Report,  owing  to  the  non¬ 
submission  of  plans  by  the  proprietor  of  the  one  Private  Slaughterhouse 
in  the  District. 

Finally,  in  September,  I960,  following  a  report  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee,  I  was  instructed  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  the  report 
for  submission  to  the  Council  at  the  Ministry,  and  the  aforementioned 
proprietor  was  given  not  later  than  the  end  of  September  to  present  his 
plans,  otherwise  his  premises  would  be  reported  as  not  up  to  standard  and 
no  agreement  reached. 

Finally,  on  the  20th  September,  plans  were  submitted  and  an  agreement 
signed  between  the  Proprietor  and  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council 
to  bring  his  slaughterhouse  up  to  the  standard  required  on  the  date  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  On 
the  11th  December,  I960,  the  Veterinary  Officer  (Mr.  Stobo)  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  accompanied  me  on  a  j  oint  inspection 
of  the  Slaughterhouse  and  checked  and  agreed  the  alterations  and  the 
official  report,  following  its  prior  submission  to  the  Ministry.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  Annual  Report,  I  am  able  to  state  the  Ministry 
approved  the  Slaughterhouse  Report  on  the  1st  January,  1961,  and  the 
•Appointed  Day'  will  be  the  1st  January,  1962,  as  the  date  from  which  all 
S 1  aught orhouses  in  this  Urban  District  must  comply  "with  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of 
Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Ministry  accepted  the  Council's 
Report  in  full,  without  the  necessity  for  any  amendments  whatsoever.

INFESTATION  ORDER,  1942,  .DP  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Foreman,  Mr*  Walter  Butlin,  and  your  Cemetery  Curator,  Mr.  J. 
Sheldon,  act  as  Rodent  Operators,  and  carried  out  the  routine  work  of 
this  nature  during  I960. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review,  the  Urban  District 
has  worked  in  the  closest  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Divisional  Pests  Officer,  Mr.  Fieldhouse,  and  his 
assistants,  and  again  I  would  like  to  express  nry  gratitude  to  them. 

In  May,  November  and  December,  Mr.  J.A.  Fearn  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  was  loaned  to  my  Council,  and  under  the 
supervision  of  Mr.  Johnstone  of  the  Ministry,  your  two  Rodent  Operators 
carried  out  the  sewer  testing  and  treatment  of  the  whole  of  the  higher 
reaches  of  the  sewerage  system,  when  most  gratifying  results  were 
obtained  and  recorded.  Of  63  manholes  treated,  only  13  showed  partial 
takes  and  this  proves  conclusively  the  efficacy  of  those  treatments 
carried  out  last  year  and  this. 

In  June,  I960,  the  Council  were  able  to  offer  facilities  to  the 
Technical  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
Food  (Messrs.  F.J.  Smith  and  S.D.  Johnstone)  to  carry  out  Comparison 
Tests  of  Cotton  and  Nylon  Bait  Containers  in  the  Urban  District 
Sewerage  System.  Your  Rodent  Operators  assisted  in  this  work,  and  a 
copy  of  the  Report  and  Findings,  together  with  a  letter  of  thanks  for 
our  assistance,  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  in  July. 

This  close  co-operation  with  the  Regional  Office  is  of  mutual 
advantage  to  both  the  Council  and  the  Ministry. 

Herewith  is  the  Annual  Report  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949, 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960:- 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


As  in  1959,  collections  ran  at  a  weekly  frequency,  except  for  a 
few  days  only  after  the  Easter  and  Whitsuntide  holidays,  when  the  men 
get  two  days’  holiday  on  each  occasion,  and  following  the  Christmas 
holidays.  During  the  annual  August  Week  holiday,  when  all  men  are 
olhiged  to  take  their  holiday,  then,  of  course,  there  is  no  collection. 

The  number  of  dustbins  being  emptied  increased  during  the  year  as 
building  took  place,  and  this  consequently  involves  additional 
walking  and  lifting  by  the  refuse  collectors.  Unfortunately  refuse  is 
produced  every  day  and  is  no  respecter  of  illness  or  casual  absenteeism 
amongst  the  collectors.  It  also  takes  no  account  of  holidays  by  the 
men. 

Once  again,  I  report  that  the  men  engaged  in  refuse  collection  have 
worked  very  well  and  very  few  complaints  indeed  were  received  during  the 
year  under  review. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  refuse  collection,  a  weekly  collection 
of  pail  and  privy  closets  was  also  carried  out.  All  the  refuse  collected 
in  the  Urban  District  is  disposed  of  at  the  Hopton  Refuse  Tip  for  the 
Wirksworth  Town  Area  and  the  Middleton  Tip  takes  the  Middle ton-by-Wirksworth 
refuse.

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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


At  the  he  ginning  of  the  year  further  complaints  were  received  and 
deputations  of  residents  from  The  Dale  and  Greenhill  areas  met  the 
Council  along  with  the  Directors  of  Tfirksworth  Quarries  Ltd.  on  a  number 

of  occasions  regarding  Dust  Nuisances. 

On  the  13th  and  14th  of  September,  a  deputation  consisting  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  01  Keaxth,  a  B^^ctor  of 
Wirksworth  Quarries,  Ltd.,  a  local  resident  delegated  by  the  ratepayers, 
and  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  made  a  trip  to  Vaynor  Quarries,  Merthyr 
Tydfil,  to  inspect  a  Dust  Extraction  Plant  at  the  suggestion  and 
invitation  of  Messrs.  Wirksworth  Quarries,  Ltd., 

Having  heard  and  considered  the  Medical  Officer  oi  Healtn  s 
report  upon  this  visit,  the  Council  were  pleased  to  note  that  the 
deputation  was  satisfied  with  the  atmospheric  pollution  precautions 
taken  at  the  Vaynor  Quarry.  The  Council  then  asked  the  L  irksworth 
Quarry  Company,  Ltd.,  if  they  contemplated  taking  similar  precautions 
at  the  Dale  Quarry,  ’Wirksworth,  as  it  was  felt  that  such  action  would 

considerably  abate  the  existing  nuisance. 

The  Company  have  now  informed  the  Council  that  they  have  placed 
an  order  for  a  Traughber  Dust  Collecting  Plant  from  Wolverhampton, 
similar  to  the  one  inspected  by  the  deputation  and  an  early  delivery 

date  in  the  Now  Year  has  been  promised 

Other  incidents  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  this  area  were  of 
a  minor  nature  and  after  interviews  with  responsible  parties,  these 
nuisances  were  abated. 
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(iii)  Plumbosolvent  action:  It  is  not  necessary  in  this  Urban  District 

to  take  any  precautionary  measures  in  respect  of  plunibosolvent  action  with 
regard  to  present  sources  of  supply. 

(iv)  Contamination:  The  only  unfit  samples  taken  during  the  year  were 

those  three  to  which  I  have  already  referred  in  para,  (ii)  under  the 
sub-title  of  ’’Testing  and  Sampling”,  and  once  again  the  trouble  in  the 

Main  Town  Supplies  can  be  attributed  to  the  open  reservoirs;  suitable  cleaning 
and  dosing  with  Chloros  being  the  only  remedy  available.

(ii)  TESTING  AND  SAILING- ; 


(a)  Twenty-nine  samples  in  all  were  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  twenty-six  were 
satisfactory  and  three  unsat isfactory.  The  reason  for  the  three 
unsatisfactory  samples  which  came  from  the  Main  Town  Supplies  is  explained 
in  paragraph  (i)(a)  above. 

(b)  At  the  request  of  Dr.  Iredale,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Labe  w  tory  Service,  I  carried  out  a  series  of  six  closely  spaced  sampling 
tests  on  the  Middleton  Water  Supplj7-,  and  a  consideration  of  the  results 

of  these  six  bacteriological  examinations  showed  that  on  one  occasion  only 
B.Coli  was  present,  which  was  Type  I,  indicating  the  presence  of  human 
or  animal  excretion.  Dr.  Iredale  strongly  recommended  that  to  render 
this  source  of  supiily  safe  for  drinking  purposes,  the  water  should  be 
chlorinated  and  examined  periodically  to  check  its  bacteriological  purity. 

(c)  In  December,  I960,  following  a  series  of  results  of  examinations 
carried  out  on  samples  of  the  Wirksworth  supply,  Dr.  Iredale  reported  that 
in  his  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  to  chlorinate  this  supply  also.

4.  NTJCATIONAL  ACTIVITY 

y-V;  In  December,  I960,  an  Exhibition  was  arranged  and  held  in  the  Main 
Ha'J.  at  the  Town  Hall,  Wirksworth.  This  Exhibition  was  originally 
intended  for  Road  Safety  purposes,  but  it  was  realised  that  with  the 
attendance  of  organised  parties  of  school  children,  this  would  present 

an  admirable  opportunity  to  present  a  Health  and  Safety  Exhibition 
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combined.  .accordingly,  with  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Urban 
District  Council,  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food ,<3:the  County  Constabulary,  this  joint 
Exhibition  was  held,  covering  the  following  subjects :- 

(a)  Rodent  Control 

(b)  Fests  and  Insect  Infestation 

(o)  Dental  Hygiene 

(d)  King  George  Fund  for  Flaying  Fields 

(e)  Foot  Health 

(f)  Safety  in  the  Home 

(g)  Road  Safety. 

The  exhibition  was  visited  by  all  the  elementary  school  children 
in  the  neighbourhood,  as  well  as  a  fair  section  of  the  general  public. 

(b)  Y/ith  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  various  posters 
and  wall  sheets  on  clean  food  and  the  dangers  of  food  poisoning  have  been 
displayed  in  the  area.  The  subject  matter  of  these  posters  is,  of 
course,  changed  from  time  to  time. 

5.  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

Condemned  food  is  disposed  of  locally,  either  by  incineration 
wherever  possible,  or,  failing  this,  on  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tips. 

6.  Special  Examination  of  Food 

No  inspection  of  large  or  special  consignments  of  food  was 
necessary  during  I960. 

7.  Ice-Cream  Regulations. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I  have  jointly  inspected  two 
additional  shops  where  it  was  desired  to  sell  ice-cream  and  after  our 
recommendations  had  been  carried  out,  the  premises  were  registered  by 
the  Council.  The  total  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale  of  Ice- 
Cream  now  stands  at  19.  None  of  the  19  registered  retailers  of  ice- 
u.  idai  actually  manufacture  ice-cream,  but  are  all  registered  as  retailers 
s’;'  pre-packed,  individual  ice  creams  obtained  from  manufacturers  of 
na ■•jioual  repute.  All  the  19  premises  have  been  regularly  visited  by 
me  and  monthly  samples  have  been  taken  wherever  possible  and  submitted 
to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  for  examination. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  the  samples  which  I

The  above  results  mean  that,  out  of  a  total  of  119  samples  taken 
by  me,  none  were  unsatisfactory.  Liaison  with  the  various  firms  of 
manufacturers  has  been  of  the  highest  order  and  I  have  no  coniplaints 
to  register  regarding  the  way  in  which  these  firms,  most  of  them  of 
national  repute,  collaborate.  In  fact,  I  have  on  record  in  writing 
their  thanks  for  at  all  times  keeping  them  fully  informed  of  results,  etc. 

To  my  mind,  the  above  results  more  than  repay  the  time  and  trouble 
taken  in  sampling,  and  I  think  the  above  figures  speak  for  themselves. 

In  all  cases,  whatever  the  results,  copies  of  the  Laboratory  Reports 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  respective  retailers  so  that  they  are  kept 
fully  informed.  Many  retailers  continue  to  display  these  results  in 
their  shop  premises  for  the  information  of  the  purchasing  public. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  I960, 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  I960,  which  consolidate  ard 
amend  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  of  1955/57,  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  October,  I960. 

I  have  continued  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  under  this  heading 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that,  for  the  most  part,  all 
the  shops  in  the  Wirksworth  and  Middleton  Areas  have  now  been  brought 
up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  in  order  to  comply  with  these  regulations. 

I  accordance  with  paragraph  5  of  the  Health  Circular,  22/58,  I 
have  to  report  that  no  prosecutions  were  instigated  by  my  Council  under 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  throughout  the  period  under  review.

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REFLATIONS,  I960 


(a)  Routine  sampling  of  Pasteurised  milks  has  been  carried -out  by 

me  during  I960,  and  a  total  of  98  samples  have  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  Of  these,  87  were  pronounced  satisfactory  under  the 
Methylene  Blue  Test  and  98  satisfactory  under  the  Phosphate se  Test. 

The  reason  f©r  the  discrepancy  between  the  number  of  samples  taken  and 
the  number  of  Methylene  Blue  Tests  carried  out,  is  explained  by  the  fact 
that  in  11  instances  this  test  was  not  carried  out  owing  to  the  shade 
temper  'tux a  exceeding  65°  F. 

Once  again  the  above  results  speak  for  themselves,  of  course, 
and  when  one  realises  that  there  were  no  failures  out  of  98  samples  taken 
by  me  n  your  .area,  then  this  is  indeed  an  excellent  result.  I  feel 
sure  the  Council  will  agree  that  the  sampling  undertaken  bears  positive 
proof  of  the  high  standard  of  the  milk  sold  to  the  Public  in  this  area, 
and  when  results  such  as  these  can  be  obtained  over  a  period  of  one  year, 
it  is  obvious  that  organised  sampling  has  once  again  had  the  desired  effect. 

(b)  In  addition  to  the  above  designated  milk  samples,  10  samples  of 
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Raw  T.T.  Milk  were  taken  by  me  from  two  farms  and  submitted  to  the  County 
Bacteriologist  for  Methylene  Blue  Tests  and  .biological  Tests.  Wine  of 
tftese  samples  were  pronounced  satisfactory  under  the  Methylene  Blue  test, 
and  one  unsatisfactory.  In  this  instance,  I  immediately  reported  the 
fact  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture ,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  action  by  the 
Milk  Production  Officer,  as  this  sample  of  raw  milk  was  from  a  farm  over 
which  the  Urban  District  Council  have  no  oontrol. 

In  respect  of  the  Biological  Examinations  of  Haw  Milk,  I  did  not 
receive  any  positive  results  under  the  Tuberculin  Tests,  from  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  This  means  that  a  condition 
of  tuberculosis  was  not  f ound  in  guinea  pigs  by  post  mortem  examinations 
forty- two  days  after  inoculation  with  these  samples,  and  these  were, 
therefore,  pronounced  satisfactory  under  the  biological  tests  < 

Generally 

(a)  On  no  occasion  during  the  year  have  I  found  it  necessary  to  draw 
the  attention  of  either  the  Milk  Y/holesalers  or  Retailers  in  this  area  to 
any  particular  items  of  complaint,  and  I  think  it  fair  to  state  that  the 
District  as  a  whole  is  well  supplied  with  a  choice  of  designated  milks 
from  various  sources. 

(b)  As  explained  at  the  commencement  of  this  sub-section  on  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations,  I  took  samples  on  your  behalf  up  to  and  including 
the  end  of  December,  I960.  With  effect  from  the  1st  January,  1961, 
Dealers’  Licences  will  be  issued  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  it 
will  become  the  duty  of  that  Authority  to  arrange  to  take  samples  of 
milk  "or  submission  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  All  the  necessary 
inft v.muc-M'  i  will,  of  course,  be  supplied  by  me  in  respect  of  this  district 
to  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  Public  Health  Department. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1935 

The  following  results  and  particulars  of  samples  taken  in  this 
district  on  behalf  of  my  Council  by  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  £  ood 
and  Drugs  Authority  have  once  again  been  supplied  to  me  by  the  County 
Analyst,  Mr.  R.Yf.  Sutton,  B.So.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S., 
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”27  samples,  including  12  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  the  Wirksworth  Urban  District  Council  during  the 
year  I960. " 

All  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 


FISH-FRYING-  HOUSES 

The  two  Fish  Frying  Premises  in  this  Area  have  all  received 
routine  inspections  during  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  that  the  conditions  obtain  a  therein  are  satisfactory. 

You  will  perhaps  recall  that  I  was  able  to  report  last  year 
upon  the  complete  modernisation  of  the  second  of  these  establishments. 

The  Urban  District  is  fortunate,  therefore,  in  that  both  its  fish 
frying  establishments  have  been  completely  modernised  and  comply  in 
all  respects  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

The  procedure  of  " voluntary  Surrender"  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily,  and  in  no  instance  has  it  been  necessary  to  take 
Statutory  Action  over  the  condemnation  of  diseased  or  unsound  fish. 


BAKEHOUSES 

As  will  be  seen  from  my  statistics  under  General  Sanitary 
Administration  at  the  commencement  of  this  report,  there  is  now  only 
one  bakehouse  in  use  in  the  Firksworth  Urban  District  and  I  can  only 
continue  to  bring  to  your  notice  each  year  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  this  establishment.  No  further  actual  structural  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  to  this  ¥ irksworth  Bakehouse  where  the  business 
is  still  carried  on  in  very  grim  surroundings  with  little  room  for 
extension  and  I  would  dearly  like  to  see  these  premises  either  brought 
up  to  the  modem  standards  now  enjoyed  by  the  majority  of  the  workers 
in  this  industry,  or,  alternatively,  cease  to  be  used. 

However,  the  standard  of  bread  and  confectionery  produced  from 
these  premises  appears  to  be  of  good  quality  and  I  have  had  no 
complaints  whatsoever  from  the  public  during  the  period  under 
review. 
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In  July,  considerable  difficulties  were  encountered  with  regard  to 
the  joint  drainage  from  this  "bakehouse  and  adjoining  pro£>ert  ie  s .  After 

repeated  interviews  with  the  owners  concerned,  I  was  able  to  persuade 
them  to  have  these  premises  properly  re-connected  to  the  public  sewer, 
and  since  that  time,  no  further  drainage  difficulties  have  been 
encountered  from  this  bakehouse.

Throughout  the  year,  the  Factory  Inspector  has  kept  me  fully 
informed  of  all  deletions,  additions  or  changes,  together  with  information 
pTQgarding  the  use  of  mechanical  power  in  Factories  within  the  Urban 
area,  and  your  Registers  have  been  duly  amended  and  brought  up  to  date. 


STAFF 

Yet  again  I  am  able  to  report  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
administrative  and  clerical  staff  of  the  department. 

It  is  now  clear,  of  course,  that  with  the  coming  into  operation  of 
the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  I  shall  lose  the  services  of  the  Water 
Bailiff  with  effect  from  April,  1961,  but  I  will  report  finally  upon  this 
matter  in  my  next  year's  Annual  Report.
